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LAO says Brown's budget proposal may not improve CSU 


The non-partisan 
office recommends 
legislators reject many 
of Brown’s proposals.

The . California Legislative Ana- 
lyst’s Office has advised legislators to 
throw out key proposals in Gov. Jerry 
Brown’s budget proposal, including 


those that would boost state funding to 
the Cal State University system by an 
extra $125 million, 

The non-partisan office released 
an analysis report on Feb. 12, saying 
Brown’s state funding proposals for 
the University-of California, CSU and 
California Community College sys- 
tems took key educational decisions 
out of the Legislature’s control. 

“For example, the Governor defers 
to the [university systems] the issue of 
how many students California’s public 
higher education system will serve,” 
the LAO report.-says. “We believe 
this type of decision should be made 


through the annual state budget pro- 
cess.” 

The report also says that Brown’s 
proposals would be unlikely to im- 
prove the university systems. In the 
report, the LAO suggested rejecting 
four of the proposals, including those 
that provide unallocated base funding 
increases to the university systems and 
those that allow the systems to restruc- 
ture their debt and eliminate enroll- 
ment targets. 

“In its report, the LAO says the 
Legislature should reject Browh’s 
proposed unallocated base funding 
increases because they set no bench- 


marks or performance expectations for 
the university systems. 

“Why the state would invest more in 
a system that is high cost and has poor 
outcomes without requiring explicit 
improvement is unclear,’ the report 
says. 

The LAO report also says that with- 
out setting performance expectations, 
the proposals allow university systems 
to pursue their own interests, such as 
research or administrative support, 
rather than broader public interests. 

Brown released his multiyear bud- 
get plan in January, giving the CSU 
a total $250 million boost for the next 


fiscal year and steady increases in state 
support for the following four years. 
However, the proposal still fell far 
below the $371.9 million the CSU re- 
quested from the state. 

Of the $250 million boost, about 
half stems from the CSU’s agreement 
with the state to roll back tuition in- 
creases. The CSU rescinded a tuition 
increase for the 2012-13:year, leavinga 
financial hole that the state would later 
fill with a $125 million. state funding 
increase in 2013-14. Brown: included

Lawrence remembered 
Quan played basketball for Long Beach State.

Randal Quan said that he always 
called his daughter niu-niu, which 
means “little girl” in Chinese. 

Whenever he called her Monica, 
even when she was an adult, she as- 
sumed she was in trouble with her 
dad. 

“Daughters always take care of 
mom and dad; I’m not going to have 
that,” Randal Quan said during his 
daughter’s eulogy. 

Dressed in black and gray, friends 


and family gathered to honor the lives - 


of Monica Quan and her fiancé Keith 


Lawrence at Concordia University 
in Irvine on Sunday afternoon. The 


joint service filled the University 


Arena as well as the campus church 
to capacity. 

Former Long Beach State basket- 
ball player Monica Quan, 28, and 
Lawrence, 27, were found dead in a 
parking structure in Irvine on Feb. 
3, according to the Irvine Police De- 
partment. Both Lawrence and Monica 
Quan are said to be the first victims 
of ex-Los Angeles Police Department 
officer Christopher Dorner. 

“Even though we feel that Keith 
and Monica were taken from here too 
early, I want all of you to know that 
my faith has not been shaken because 
of this,” Randal Quan said. 

Monica Quan played basketball for

transferring to Concordia College in 
Irvine, according to LBSU Assistant 
Media Relations Director Andrea 
Ohta. Before her death, Monica Quan 
served as an assistant coach to the 
women’s basketball team at Cal State 
Fullerton.

Legislation suggests CSUs, 
UCs to have polling places 


SB 240 would 
increase polling 
places in the state.

Excuses of not voting because a 
polling place is out of reach may soon 
disappear. 

New proposed legislation, Senate 
Bill 240, would require all Cal State 
Universities and Universities of Cali- 
fornia to have polling places on cam- 
pus during general elections. SB-240 
was introduced by Sen. Leland Yee 
(D-San Francisco), according to the 
Official California Legislative Infor- 
mation website. 


According to the bill’s text, current 
law requires that there be a “conve- 
nient number of election precincts” 
during general elections. 

In addition to requiring all CSUs 
and UCs to host a polling place for 
statewide general elections, SB 240 
would require community colleges do 
the same if it is “convenient for vot- 
ers,” according to the bill’s text. 

According to Adam Keigwin, Yee’s 
chief of staff, the reaction to SB 240 
has been positive. 

“T think faculty will support this,” 
Keigwin said. “This is what college 
is about, creating a citizenry that is 
engaged.” 

According to Keigwin, Yee au- 
thored a bill in 2012 that allowed 
California voters to register online. 
About 800,000 California citizens

The Surfrider Foundation, a world- 
wide non-profit organization devoted 
to the preservation and restoration of.

The environmental organization,

this $125 million in his budget proposal. 

However, according to Terri Car- 
baugh, vice president for public affairs 
at Cal State Long Beach, rolling back 
tuition cost the CSU $132 million, leav- 
ing the system with a $7 million hole 
on the side. 

Carbaugh said portions of the $250 
million boost would automatically be 
deferred to specific priorities within the 
system, such as the $132 million hole, 
mandatory costs and online education, 
which Brown pushed for in his propos- 
als.

“We have to remind policy makers 
and taxpayers that we’re doing a lot 
with a little money,” Carbaugh said. 

The governor’s four-year plan also 
included a proposal to freeze tuition 
levels for the next four years. 

However, the LAO report rebukes 
this proposal, saying that tuition 
freezes in California public univer- 
sity systems are usually followed by 
“periods of high annual tuition in- 
creases.” 

“While [the proposal] would help 
current students, it likely would in- 
crease volatility for future students,” 
the report says. “Given the important 
role of tuition in higher education bud- 


event for the Huntington Beach chap- 
ter, said. “Right off the bat, we’re going 
to start with some community service 
type of events, such as beach clean- 
ups.” 

According to Gibbons, the club ini- 
tially tried to become a chapter, but was 
denied by the foundation’s headquar- 
ters in San Clemente.

Gibbons said. 

Since then, however, the club has 
been growing steadily. According to 
Gibbons, the club recently elected its 
officers and has a membership of about 
60 people.

gets [and] a relatively low share of cost 
now borne by students and their fami- 
lies ... we do not see a strong justifica- 
tion for having the state bear all higher 
education cost increases for the next 
four years.” 

In response to the LAO report, Dep- 
uty Director of the Department of Fi- 
nance H.D. Palmer said the governor is 
trying to take the brunt of college cost 
off students’ shoulders. 

“The governor is saying that he’s 
providing funding for 5 percent per year 
growth,” Palmer said. “Fee increases 
are not a sustainable way to fund higher 
education; college students shouldn’t be 
the [support system].” 

Carbaugh and Palmer said that al- 
though the LAO report will have some 


mental issues, and he hopes to work 
with both the Huntington Beach and 
Long Beach Surfrider chapters on 
beach clean-ups. The club also aims 
to work with other clubs on campus to 
raise awareness about the marine envi- 
ronment. 

“We’re definitely going to try to 
set up dates and tables once a month 
to raise awareness around campus to 
widen our club,” said Tiffany Wiles, 
a junior human development major 
and member of the CSULB Surfrider 
club. 

The club will participate in a beach 
clean-up on March 23 from 10 a.m. 
to noon at Sunset Beach on Anderson 
Street. 

The club meets on Wednesdays at 4 
p.m. in front of the University Student 
Union. 


influence on the outcome of Brown’s 
budget proposal, the Legislature is not 
required to follow the recommenda- 
tions outlined in the report. 

The Legislature will only take the 
report into consideration while making 
its decision. 

According to Carbaugh, the CSU 
will not have a clear picture on the bud- 
get proposal’s fate until the May revise. 
She said the CSU and CSULB will con- 
tinue working with the governor and 
legislature on the proposals. 

“We really do want to remind people 
how efficient and how effective we are 
and that sometimes there’s a lot of na- 
tional headlines about debt, [but] the 
CSU and specifically CSULB, we’re not 
the problem,” Carbaugh said.

Cal State Long Beach President F. 
King Alexander took the pulpit at An- 
tioch Church of Long Beach on Sunday 
in an attempt to reach out to a predomi- 
nately black community about the im- 
portance of a college education.

According to CSU Spokesman Erik 
Fallis, there has been a 30 percent in- 
crease of degrees acquired by blacks in 
the CSU system since 1998.

used online voter registration last year, 
Keigwin said. Approximately 60 per- 
cent of those citizens were under the 
age of 35, according to Keigwin. 

For some students, like freshman 
business major Logan Winter, the idea 
to require polling places is a good idea. 

“T think [SB 240] should be an op- 
tion,” Winter said, “as it could increase 
turnout in the younger demographic.” 

Freshman biology major Colin Sten- 
srud said setting up additional polling 
places makes it easier to vote. 


CSULB brings fifth graders on campus 
for a day.

SB 240 will have its first hear- 
ing in the Senate Elections Commit- 
tee in, mid-late March, according to 
Keigwin. 

According to CSU Spokesman Erik 
Fallis, about six to seven CSU campus- 
es had polling places during the 2012 
presidential election. 

“Only one had any [initial] challeng- 
es working with the registrar’s office to 
set one up,” Fallis said. “All the others 
had no issues.” 
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Delta pumps create controversy 


TRACY, Calif. — A single wa- 
ter pump hums to the tune of a 
25,000-horsepower motor, suck- 
ing nearly 500,000 gallons a minute 
through a pipe that could easily fit a 
Chevy pickup. 

The federal government has five 
more vintage 1940s pumps just like it, 
working together to create a monstrous 
rush of water. About a mile away, the 
state has its own immense pumping op- 
eration. 

They pull water from the Sacramen- 
to-San Joaquin River Delta to irrigate 
farmland three times the size of Rhode 
Island and supply drinking water for 25 
million people. A multibillion-dollar 
part of California's economy is carried 
by these powerful pumps. 

But this winter they have been de- 
stroying an elegant, 3-inch fish that 
smells like cucumber — a federally 
protected species, called delta smelt. 
Several pumps had to be shut down. 

So are these huge pumps a savior or 
a villain? 

At the moment, they’re simply the 
focus as authorities try to protect the 
dwindling smelt, which don’t live any- 
where else on the planet. 

Federally protected chinook salm- 
on, Central Valley steelhead .and 
green sturgeon also are suffering in 
the delta, the spectacular but declin- 
ing intersection of California’s two 
longest rivers. 

Scientists see many causes, includ- 
ing predator species, pollution, drought 
and discharge from city sewage treat- 
ment. Pumping is at the top of their list 
because it changes the flow of water in 


the delta. 

The delta decline has triggered 
battles in backrooms, courtrooms, 
boardrooms and the legislative halls, 
involving dozens of interest groups and 
industries. 

One example: Environmentalists 
want to conserve more water, further 
develop ground-water banking south 
of the delta and stop pumping billions 
of gallons of water for tainted farm- 
land on the San Joaquin Valley’s west 
side. 

Farmers say such a shutdown would 
cause widespread economic damage. 
They question the science behind the 
smelt protection. 

Gov. Jerry Brown is pursuing a way 
to keep the pumps going. Last year, 
he announced support of a $14 billion 
bypass to protect nature and provide 
water by tapping the Sacramento Riv- 
er before it enters the delta and send- 
ing water south in large tunnels to the 
pumps. 

This month, state water and wild- 
life leaders, lamenting the loss of delta 
smelt and other fish, said it’s time to 
make a change. ~ 

“The current approach is untenable: 
it too often puts our native and imper- 
iled fish species in the West Coast’s 
largest estuary too close to the south 
delta pumps,” said Charlton H. Bon- 


ham, director of California Department - 


of Fish and Wildlife. 

A debate about the tunnels continues 
over price, size, location, ‘water sup- 
ply and the all-important question of 
whether it would even help the delta. 

Meanwhile, the pumps are caught in 


the middle of this argument. 

At the U.S. Bureau of Reclamation’s 
pumps, operations manager Ronald Sil- 
va stands next to a squat, rounded 20- 
ton piece of the federal pumps, calling 
it an impeller. 

A five-ton shaft and an electric mo- 
tor spin it 180 times a minute to.“im= 
pel,” or propel, a wave of water, In one 
hour, that electric motor uses as much 
electricity as your house would in 18 
months. 

The impeller sends water through a 
tube 15 feet in diameter on its way to 
the broad Delta-Mendota Canal, which 
can carry billions of gallons of water 
daily. 

Most everything around the federal 
pumps is Bunyanesque, a testament to 
engineering marvels of the late 1940s 
and early 1950s. 

Engineer Lance Johnson, a longtime 
San Joaquin Valley expert in water is- 
sues, said the Tracy pumping plant was 
built during the Cold War and recog- 
nized as a strategic asset. 

“News reports ——.framed and posted 
on.the wall of the old operations room 
— Stated that it was built to withstand a 
nuclear attack,” Johnson said. 

Why are the pumps so big? They lift 
water about 20 stories high to get it into 
the Delta-Mendota Canal, which is one 
mile away. 

The canal runs 117 miles south to the 
Mendota Pool in west Fresno County, 
which would be a long, uphill ride us- 
ing additional pumps if not for insight- 
ful design.

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Current contribution limits don’t need shifting 


Would anything sound more 
shady than raising contribution 
limits for campaigns and politi- 
cians? 

Well, the U.S. Supreme Court 
has agreed to hear a case that will 
challenge the current contribution 
caps, limiting the amount individu- 
als may give to political campaigns 
and candidates. 

The case was brought forward 
by Shaun McCutcheon and the 
Republican National Committee. 
McCutcheon, a wealthy man, wants 
to have certain contribution limits 
expanded so that he and fellow 
contributors can donate to more 
candidates and campaigns every 
two years. 

Currently, citizens can only 
donate a total of $123,200 every 
two years. That sum breaks down 
to more definitive limits that cap an 
indi- 
vidual’s 
contribu- 
tion. An 
indi- 
vidual can donate $2,600 toa 
candidate or candidate committee 
per election. A limit of $32,400 
can be given to a national party 
each year, while state, district and 
local party committee contribu- 
tions are capped at $10,000. A limit 
of $5,000 is placed on donating 
to any other political committee. 
Overall, this adds up to $48,600 an 
individual can give to candidates 
and $74,600 to all PACs and politi- 
cal parties. 

Under current law, an individual would be able to donate $2,600 
to 18 candidates each. McCutcheon doesn’t mind the $2,600 limit; 
rather, he’s concerned with how many candidates an individual can 
support. 

While it is unfortunate that McCutcheon and a “few” others 
cannot donate to every candidate they support, at the same time 
it would only cause more problems if the contribution limit was 
raised. McCutcheon has enough money to support as many candi- 
dates as he likes. However, the limits keep him and many others to

supporting a certain few they must select worthy of their contribu- 


tions. If you could donate to every candidate on one side of the 
aisle, it would almost give you too much power. 

Most people contribute to campaigns because they want their 
voices heard. A candidate or party may listen to that voice or 


interest if they get elected — it is definitely not a guarantee — but 


it’s understandable for a candidate to listen with wider ears to a 
major contributor. Money, after all, does grant access to legisla- 
tors, whether they support your interests or not. The question is, 


limit your freedom of speech? We don’t believe so. 

The current limits allow for contributors to equally donate to, at 
the most, 18 candidates. That number should be sufficient enough 
for anyone’s voice. i 

If the contribution limits were raised, they would only make the 
voice of the few that can financially support that many candidates 
louder. It would also weaken the voice of the majority of Americans 
who swimming in cash. 

In doing so, it only makes the political environment more toxic 
than it already is.

Lance Armstrong is the victim in the new lawsuit against him 


It may not come as a shock that Lance Arm- 
strong is back in the headlines for all the wrong 
reasons. 

Nearly a month after admitting to Oprah 
Winfrey that he took performance-enhancing 
drugs in each of his seven Tour de France titles, 
Armstrong is now facing another lawsuit. 

On Friday, the U.S. government joined a law- 
suit with Floyd Landis, an American cyclist who 
had his 2006 Tour de France title stripped due to 
doping, against Armstrong. 

According to the New York Times, the lawsuit 
alleges that Armstrong “took more than $30 mil- 
lion from the U.S. Postal Service based on their 
contractual promise to play fair and abide by the 
rules.” 

Since Armstrong admitted to doping during 
his time with USPS and unfairly took sponsorship 
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money reserved for non-dopers, the feds have 
joined Landis’s original 2010 whistle-blower suit 
in order to recoup lost funds. 

Though I agree that Armstrong should be 
reprimanded for his actions, I believe the current 
lawsuit against him is frivolous. d 

One of the biggest problems with this law8uit is 
the fact of who’s involved. Lan- 
dis, a doper himself who filed 
the lawsuit three years ago, is 
not one to be trusted. 

According to an FBI press release, Landis was 
found guilty of defrauding 1,765 individuals last 
year. The amount Landis illegitimately received 
for his “Floyd Fairness Fund” totaled $478,354. 

How can anyone, especially the U.S. govern- 
ment, work with a man who was found guilty of 
fraud? 
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The second and more major flaw is the asser- 
tion that Armstrong’s doping admission has led to 
a negative perception of the USPS. 

I don’t know about you, but I think people are 
angrier with USPS for canceling Saturday deliv- 
ery, not sponsoring a cheat. 

To say that Armstrong profited off USPS’s 
sponsorship is only partially 
true. 

Yes, Armstrong did receive 
$31 million in sponsorships 
from USPS between 2001 and 2004. However, the 
USPS earned more than $100 million in profits 
during that same period because of sponsoring 
Armstrong and his team, according to the New 
York Times. : 

How can the U.S. seek to take Armstrong’s 
salary from 2001 to 2004 when the USPS earned 
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three times as much during that period? 

If the U.S. wants to engage in a moral argu- 
ment with Armstrong, then they would undoubt- 
edly win. : 5 

It was wrong for Armstrong to dope and he did 
in fact defraud USPS. 

If, however, the U.S. wants to engage in a con- 
textual argument, then’ they would lose. 

One can’t seek to keep its $100 million profits 
while attacking the man who was responsible for 
generating that money. 

The only logical step would be for USPS to 
give the $100 million back, though it wouldn’t 
really matter. Armstrong has already been found 
guilty in the court of public opinion.

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Tepid approach 


Anyone following international news lately 
knows North Korea is playing its crazy cards all at 
once. Kim Jong Un, North Korea’s ruler, oversees 
a regime that has conducted nuclear tests in direct 
violation of U.N. sanctions, threatened South 
Korea and even went as far as directly threatening 
America both verbally and with a video of a large 
US. city being pulverized by missile fire.

For Iraq, the possible presence of weapons of 
mass destruction and the claim that Iraq was a 
breeding ground for terrorists were used as justifi- 
cation to invade. 

They were minor threats 
at best. Logistically, it would 
have been near impossible for 
Iraq to mount any offensive against the U.S., and 
any attack would have brought on an invasion that 
Iraq couldn’t handle. 

For those reasons, it’s difficult to believe that 
Iraq ever posed a threat to the U.S. But we invaded 
regardless. 

Then there’s North Korea, an oppressive, nu-

clear-capable totalitarian regime more concerned 
with arming its soldiers than feeding its citizens. If 
a direct threat from North Korea isn’t considered 
enough of a threat to incite some form of military 
response, how is it that Iraq was? 

We invade a regional power half way across the 
world, but shrug off a military world-player just 
across the Pacific. 

I’m not advocating for 
war with North Korea, far 
from it. I’m only saying that 
if Jong Un isn’t thought of as being dangerous 
enough to illicit a few rounds of carpet bombing, 
how was Saddam Hussein? 

Iraq didn’t call America out, and it didn’t even 
have the weaponry or manpower for an effective 
offensive. 

Some could say the politics are different, and

Mess with North Korea and most likely you mess 
with China. America is in no position to do that.

Personal Responsibility Act devalues 

independence 

Despite the attempts of lawmakers to address 
the multiple needs of the underserved, people 
continue to suffer the consequences of policy’s 
hidden intentions. Such is the case with the 
Personal Responsibility and Work Reconciliation 
Act (Personal Responsibility Act) of 1996. Most 
of us know this act not by it’s legal name but rather 
in layman’s terms: welfare. The 1996 act ended 
women’s and children’s federal entitlement to 


welfare. Americans do not like giving out free 
money. They especially do not like giving this 
money out to “lazy women.” This is apparent in 
the PRWORA, or welfare, legislation as it aims to 
punish these women who have defied normal and 
acceptable gender roles by not marrying but who 
have instead chosen to head their own households. 
The welfare act blatantly places women in a 
secondary position, not encouraging or empow- 
ering them to step forward and independently 
provide for their children. Cash rewards provided 
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to female welfare aid recipients who are willing 
to get married or use contraceptives make it 
appear as though lawmakers wanted to pass on © 
the responsibility of sustaining these families 

to someone else and take it away from women 
entirely. The act devalues families that do not ad- 
here to the classic definition of a nuclear family. 
In addition, by placing more value on marriage 
in and of itself, rather than by prompting healthy 
and functional families, the government appears 
to be supportive of all heteronormative relation- 


ships, even those that are dysfunctional, unhappy 
or abusive. Marriage promotion policies, like 
welfare, appear to encourage female individuals 
to stay in unhealthy and abusive relationships for 
the economic value and disregard the impact that 
belonging to happy and healthy families has on 
the youth of America.

Justice due for abused tribal women 

That beaten and bruised woman is your 
mother, your sister or your daughter, yet all we 
do is stand by as she continues to be assaulted 
and raped by her abuser. This is all too common 
in our communities, especially among the tribal 
communities. 

The Violence Against Women Act Reautho- 
rization (VAWA) is moving along through the 
House of Representatives, and its fate will be 
determined very soon with a few striking provi- 
sions. Finally, protection of Native Americans 


will be addressed through the provision S. 1925, 
which has been overlooked for quite some time 
now. Despite shocking statistics revealing that 60 
percent of Native American women will be physi- 
cally assaulted in their lifetime, 34 percent of 
American Indian and Alaska native women will 
be raped in their lifetime. The murder rate for 
Native American women is 10 times more than 
the national rate. There was no sense of urgency 
that led to reform in the past to ensure protection 
of this population. 

This provision to VAWA fills the gap in previ- 


ous versions. The tribal government has long 
been put in the unfortunate position to leave these 
abused, exploited women without any hope, as 
these non-tribal perpetrators were not legally able 
to be prosecuted. 

It is a hope that our country will no longer 
tolerate this loophole that has allowed non-native 
men to continue.to abuse and rape Native Ameri- 
can women on tribal land. 

Provision S. 1925 provides a concurrent ju- 
risdiction between the U.S. federal court and the 
tribal government for crimes committed in Native 
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American: land, namely domestic violence, dating 
violence and violation of protection orders. 

It only seems fitting that such legal power 
should involve the tribal government, just as the 
U.S. is able to take legal action towards those who 
are not U.S. citizens. 

We support the VAWA reauthorization of 2013 
and the essential rights to keep all women free 
from abuse, rape and any other form of violence.

In the first start of pitcher Jon Ma- 
ciel’s career, the Dirtbag’s former set- 
up man gave up 10 runs in five innings 
pitched at No. 2 Vanderbilt.

The Dirtbags opened the series on 
Friday with another solid pitching 
performance, as junior transfer Shane 
Carle gave up one earned run in seven 
innings of the 7-2 win. A 

Long Beach State got its first four 
batters on base and got out to an early 
2-0 lead. The Crusaders evened it up at 
2-2 in the fourth inning, but the Dirt- 
bags got right back out in front with a 
pair of runs in the bottom of the inning. 

The Beach would add three more 
runs of insurance, two coming. on a 
bases-loaded single by second base- 
man Jeff McNeil. Relief pitchers Ty 
Provencher and Nick Rosetta threw 
scoreless eighth and ninth innings to 
close out the win for the Dirtbags. 

On Saturday the Dirtbags clinched 
their first series win of the young season, 
but it didn’t come without some fireworks. 

A confusing sequence involving an 
infield fly call brought Buckley out of 
the dugout to argue with the umpires 
in the bottom of the sixth, when LBSU 
was already ahead 3-1. After a fair 
amount of yelling and gesticulating, 
Buckley was ejected from the game. 

“He had a bad attitude at the begin- 
ning of it,’ Buckley said of the umpire. 
“T think he was covering up for not be- 
ing very vocal [with the infield fly call].” 

The Dirtbags played the remainder of 
the game without their head coach in the 
dugout, but they emerged with the victo- 
ry thanks to three solid innings of relief 
from freshman David Hill. Buckley said 
that Hill will have an increasingly impor- 
tant role as the season goes on. 

“He’s got a good arm, and we’re try- 
ing to throw him in more meaningful in- 
nings,” he said. “Long-term, he needs to 
start, but he’s got enough stuff to close.” 

The Dirtbags will hope their pitch- 
ing keeps performing at a high level 
when they travel to Southern Califor- 
nia to take on the Trojans on Tuesday.
